Canada’s trade with the Oriental cou n t ries may net 
' amount to a very large total in dollars and cents at the 
jj present time; but it should be safe to say that within 
the next twenty years our business with China alone 
will be a large item in thin country’s annual revenue. 
For the year ending last June we sold to Japan and 
u China—including Hongkong—goods to the value of 
approximately $45,000,000 compered with purchases 
amounting to a little nrore than one-third of that sum. 

* And in spite of her restless condition. China's share 
■; of theta exports are valued at nearly $14,000,000. 

When it is considered that there are more then 
400,000,000 people in Chine and approximately 70,- 
000,000 in hwiil at o ast wiB be apparent that a 
, r tremendous market ewaits development. It should ha 
5 safe to say that in ten years from now the value of 
err exports to China alone will be four timet at great 
as it waa in the last twelve months. That business is 
worth fostering and protecting; bat it can be protected 
only by mutual understanding and the sensible treat- 
5 ment of problems which from time to time ere certam to 
„ confront peoples of different color and outlook. Such 
^ as the Institute of Pacific Relatione are 

rendering useful service in helping to ley the founda- 
tion for the peaceful solution of these problems.

Away back in the late sixties thousands of 
acres of British Columbia’s timber were sold 
for one cent per acre, which looked like a fair 
price—then.
